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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-3 and 5-49 are under consideration in this application. 
Claims 50-53 remain held withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to nonelected 
subject matter 37 CFR 1. 142(b). 

Election/Restrictions 

The restriction requirement is deemed sound and proper and is hereby made FINAL. 

Claims 50-53 will not be rejoined because that compounds are not allowable. Further, it 
is noted that claims 50-53 are not free of 1 12 issues. It is suggested that the nonelected claims be 
deleted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 2 no longer limits claim 1 since Q can only be carbon. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1-3 and 5-49 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-68 of copending 
Application No. 10/666,594. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
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patentably distinct from each other because they differ only in having R 3 as CONHCH3 or 

CH 2 CN and R 4 as hydrogen rather than R 4 as CONHCH3 or CH 2 CN and R 3 as hydrogen. 

The prior art compounds differ from the compounds claimed herein positional isomers. One 
having ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated by the disclosure of the 
compound to arrive at other compounds within the claimed genus as well as at the claimed 
species. The motivation to make these compounds is their close structural similarities to the 
disclosed compound. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

Applicants merely direct the examiner to withdrawn the rejection rather than submitting a 
terminal disclaimer to overcome the rejection. A terminal is required to overcome any 
provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection. It's possible that the other application 
could issue before the instant application.
